AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  BAPTIST  COLLEGE  AT  M'MINNVILLE 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Oregon,  that  Henry  Warren,  James  M.  Fnlkerson,  Ephram  Ford,  Reuben  C. 
Hill,  J.  8.  Holman,  Alexius  N.  Miller,  Richard  Miller,  Willis  Gains  and  their 
successors  in  office,  are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  and  style  of 
•'Trustees  of  the  Baptist  College  at  McMinnville." 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  shall 
have  power  to  acquire,  receive  and  possess,  by  donation,  gift  or  purchase, 
retain  and  enjoy  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  in  trust  for  said  College, 
and  the  same  to  sell,  grant  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  at  pleasure;  pro- 
vided, that  no  part  of  the  resources  thereof  shall  ever  be  used  for  any  other 
than  educational  purposes  as  herein  contemplated;  and  provided  further, 
that  the  capital  stock  of  said  institution  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts 
of  justice,  both  at  law  and  in  equity.  They  shall  cause  to  be  made  lor  their 
use  a  common  seal,  impressed  with  such  devices  and  inscriptions  as  they 
shall  deem  proper,  by  which  seal  all  deeds,  diplomas  and  acts  of  said  corno- 
ration  shall  pass  and  be  authenticated  ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter  or 
amend  the  same  at  pleasure.  They  shall  have  power  to  form  and  adopt  a 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  their  government;  to  make  and  carry  into 
effect  all  other  acts  that  are  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  insti- 
tution, its  officers,  teachers  and  pupils:  provided,  that  such  rules  and 
regulations  shall  in  no  manner  contravene  the  Constitution  and  Bv-Laws  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  this  Territory. 

Section  4.  That  said  Trustees  shall  meet  at  least  once  every  year,  and 
shall  manage  the  concerns  of  said  institution  as  they  shall  judge  most  ad- 
vantageous to  the  cause  of  education  ;  that  five  of  their  number  shall  form 
a  quorum  at  any  regular  meeting  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  that  said 
Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  Pressdent  of  the  board,  and 
when  they  mav  deem  it  advisable  to  add  to  the  number  ot  Trustees,  or  to  till 
vacancies  which  have  occurred  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the 
Baptist  Central  Association  of  Oregon,  or  the  remaining  Trustees  shall  till  all 
vacancies. 

Section  5.  That  the  President  and  Professors  of  said  College  shall  be 
styled  "The  Faculty  of  the  Baptist  College  at  McMinnville,"  and  who  shall 
have  power,  with  the  advice  of  the  Trustees,  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  suspend  or  expel  any  student  for  mis- 
conduct, and  to  grant  and  confer  degrees  in  the  arts  and  sciences  to  such  as 
may  be  entitled  to  collegiate  honor. 

Section  7.  This  charter  may  be  altered  or  repealed  by  any  future  Legisla- 
ture whenever  the  good  of  the  public  may  require  if,  and  this  act  shall  Da  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.
